Assemblyman Nolan Claims He 


is Friend of Laboring 


Man 


To the Editor of The Capital Times: 


In the course of my pastoral work 


yesterday on the East Side, I called 
upon some very choice folk who are 
deeply concerned over the strike sit- 
uation in Madison. It has been con- 
stantly in my own mind since the 
talk of its 
possibility, and much 


more since its occurrence. I have 
always been in deepest sympathy 
with the toilers of the world, and 
have been feeling that it is 
the 


poorest time in its history to allow 
a situation such as confronts many 
people in Madison today. 


For instance: I called upon one 


of the most faithful men, who has 
actually worn himself down in the 
service of one of the great concerns 
in our city whose men are now on 
strike, and who deeply feels the in- 
justice which is being done its men. 
This man is one of the quietest of 
Christian men. " Yet he let drop 
some- remarks which are disturbing 
to my thought. He knows that the 
concern to whose interest he 'has 
given his best days until he is worn 
down practically to a frazzle 
has 


made hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars during these last years, and yet 
refuses to abide by its agreement 
solemnly made through and with 
the man of the shop and the repre- 
sentative of the government of our 
country in the days of its anxieties 
and responsibilities to itself not on- 
ly, but to the world of men to whom 
the war meant either slavery or 
possible freedom. 


This quiet man's remark wag dis- 


quieting, because of Bolshevism, 
and its inner meaning and stupen- 
dous march across the old . world. 
Can our captains of industry afford, 


I —putting the matter on the lowest 
of all. levels,—to create a situation 
in our country, such M similar and 
perhaps worse things have created 
in the old world? 
Men must feel 


that they cannot afford to do that 
which makes wen feel the treatment 
to be unjust, irrational, and cruel. 
It is cruel to ask men in these 
times to work for less than a living 
wage while the owners of the imple- 
ments of production are making 
their big- piles. I have a fear for 
the outcome. It may not come here 
and now; it m.->y not come to Ameri. 
ca this year; but it was long in com- 
ing to down trodden Russia, but it 
came with a vengeance!

herald Thayer, New York, -who will 
ipeak in Music hall, Thursday, April 
JO at 4:30 o'clock.

Mr. Thayer is a naturalist and an 


irtist, and is a member of the cam- 
ouflage committee of the National

council. 
He, with his 


father, the 
distinguished painter, 


Abbott E. Thayer, has devoted- years 
to the study of protective coloration 
'in nature an.d-of the forms.of mim- 
icry in animal life by which animals 
make themselves inconspicuous in 
their surroundings or make them- 
selyes resemble other species. The 
two Thayers have issued a book on 
this subject full of original illustra- 
tions. 


When military camouflage was 


first taken up in the United States 


shortly before our entry, into the 
war, tho men who were the prime 
movers in this study based their 
•work almost entirely on the research 
of the Thayers. So great has been 
the interest in this topic that Mr. 
Thayer prepared a travelling ex- 
hibition illustrating the application 
of the principles of productive col- 
oration to the art of camouflage in 
war. 


He has -now reduced the exhibition 


to a lantern demonstration. 
By 


means of seventy-five slides, espec- 
ially prepared with a.- special lan- 
tern, lie makes clear to his and;
